Delivered ft Strong Sermon on Tills 


Subject Sunday. 


The pastor of the Sixth Street M. 


E. churoh has clearly littlo sympathy 
with the old-fashioned ideas of the 
work of the Christian pulpit. His ser- 
mon on Sunday morning was a striking 
appeal for tne oxeroise of common 
honesty and honor in everyday life. 
Quoting Fronde's indictment of the 
church, "Many hundreds of sermons 
have I heard—many a deaertation on 
the mysteries of faith, bnt never one 
sermon can I recollect on common 
honesty," he clearly showed that ho 
was not to be included in the list. 
"Doctrines and .creeds," 
said 
the 


preacher, "are all very well, but after 
all they are only means toward an end. 
The end of all Christianity ia a life. 
We dare not divorce theology from 
practice. 
A Christian, .unless 
his 


profession means no more than words, 
ia a man of truth speaking and truth 
acting, whose words are the reflection 
of his thoughts, and his thoughts fit in 
with the actual facts. 
There are falsi- 


ties in speech. It is a monstrous thing 
it the word of a Christian is not as 
good aa his bond, and yet it ia not al- 
ways so. Even the Christian pulpit 
has been known to lie in attacking well 
known vicea. tfew realize the evil re- 
sults that follow snob, a course of 
action." 


The preacher here referred to a state- 


ment which has been going the rounds 
of the religions press and pnlpit of 
Ohio concerning an assertion said to 
have been made by an advocate 'of the 
Saloon league on the question of treat- 
ing boys to diink in older to cultivate 
the habit, an assertion now proved by 
the Christian Advocate, of New York, 
to be untrue in many particulars. 
"That is the way," aaid the preacher, 
"to make skeptics of your sons, and I 
am glad that the editor of the Advocate 
has had the manhood to refer to the 
matter. 
Down-right reality, 
trans- 


parent truth is what tho eye demands, 
and falsehood is equally Co be con- 
demned in the saint as in the sinner." 


The preaohei then touched on the 


fdlsity of society gossip—people—god 
people—who would tarn with horror 
from the task of burning down a man's 
house or stealing a five dollar bill from 
hia pocket, yet do not hesitate to 
smirch their neighbors character or 
steal their good name. 


Tho preacher then tamed to falsities 


of trade—the want of common honesty 
in business life, the palming off of 
third-olaas articles as first-class on the 
plea that business is business; obtain- 
ing credit on false pretenses, and this 
sometimes by men who go np like sky- 
rockets in prayer-meetingp. 
There is a 


well-known law ia engineering that a 
cannon must be one hundred times 
heavier than its shot—practical Christ- 
ianity—should be at least one hundred 
times heavier than mere profession. 


Snob, kind of manly preaching is 


needed, and we are glnd that the 
pnstor of Sixth Street church has the 
courage of his convictions.

he made bold to lift his head aud look, 
and then by tho light—n bluish color

she, of course, that was burning tho 
flare. My father could see tho whito

Word went around that the ship's iiamo 
Was the Despatch, transport, homeward 
bound from Corunua, with a detach- 
ment of the Sovcnth hussars that had 
been fighting out thero with Sir John 
Moore.

from Portsmouth, with a fleet of trans- 
ports from the Spanish war—30 sail, I've 
heard, but I've never heard what be- 
came of them. Being handled by mer- 
chant skippers, no doubt tlfty rode out 
the gale and reached tho Tagns safe and 
sound. Not but what tho captain of the 
Primrose (Mein was his name) did quite 
right to try and clubhaul his vessel 
when he found himself nuder tho laud, 
only he never ought to have got thero 
if ho took proper soundings. But it's 
easy talking. 


"The Primrose, sir, was a handsome 


vessel—for her size one of thc haudsom 
est in tho king's service—and. newly 
fitted out at Plymouth dock.

shoulder at thc bodies tiioro. 'Hello, 
says he, and dropped his gear, 'I do be- 
lieve there's a leg moving!" And run- 
ning fore, he stooped over the sniaii 
drummer boy that I told you about. The 
poor little chap was lying there, with 
his face u muss of bruises and his eyes 
closed, but ho had shifted one leg an 
inch or two and was still breathing. So 
my father pulled out a knife and cut 
him free from his drum, that was lashed 
on to him with a double turn of inimilla 
rope, and took him up and carried him 
along here, to this very room that we're 
sitting in. He lost a good deal by this, 
for when he went bqck to fetch the bun- 
dle he'd dropped tho preventive men 
had got hold of it and were thick us 
thieves along thcforo shore, so that 'twas 
only by paying ouo or two to look tho 
other way that ho picked up anything 
worth carrying off, which you'll allow 
to bo heard, seeing that he was the first 
man to give news.of the wreck.
